success was soou passing from mouth 
to mouth last night with evident rel- 


The period 
of uncertainty was 


brought to a doe* when tne five 
members oi the 'state commission 
concluded their secret session of two 
days at th* Hotel Norval. shortly af- 
ter four o'clock yesterday evening. 
It had been announced at three o'clock j *«»» th* state 


tUat*e0nfrhisions would not be reached 
in time for publication in. the Times- 
Democrat, and so it proved. The final 
verdict came-, however, sooner thac 
was -expected by the members them- 
selves, and wjien. the report was sign- 
ed and delivered to an. anxious public,
